Disarmament and the Individual Citizen| 


The outstanding question in world politics today is disarmament—the 
reaching of some international understanding whicly will put an end to the 
feverish Tace between rations to outdo each other inthe raising afid equip- 
ping of enormous armies, the construction of great navies, the inaugura- 
tion of powerful aerial squadrons, and the development of chemicals and the 
sciences along channels of destruction, and, with a cessation of such unholy 
and savage activities bring about an enormous lessening of the burden of 
taxation and the devotion of national revenues to the improvement of the 
physical and educational well-being of the people. 

Everybody is concerned in the consummation of such an international 
understanding, but the average man and woman nevertheless looks upon 
the problem of arriving at an agreement as being the sole business and re- 
sponsibility of Governments and statesmen; in a word, of those for the 
time being in authority in their respective countries. As a result, the 
average man and woman takes only an academic interest in this outstand- 
ig question, and proceeds daily to think, speak and act in a manner which 
operates to make the realization of world disarmament éxtremely difficult. 

With the defeat of Germany and the abdication of the Kaiser, the over- 
throw of Russian Czardom, the smash-up of the Austro-Hungarian mon- 
archy, and the breaking-up of the old Turkish Empire, the last remaining 
strongholds of old world militarism and autocracy came to an end. With 
the exception of Russia, which is still undergoing the birth pahgs of its 
new regeneration, the leading nations of the world are now under a demo- 
cratic form of government. That is to say, the people are themselves the 
rulers and the arbiters of their own national fate. They, and they alone, 
can definitely and permanently decide upon national policy. Governments 
are the creatures of the people, and are controlled, made and un-made by 
the votes of the people. To an ever increasing degree, too, the women have 
an equal voice with the men in determining the fate of Governments and 
the national policies of their homeland. If the. people once make up their 
minds that there shall be disarmament, that they will no longer pour out 
their hard won earnings to be used to supply machines of war wherewith 
to destroy their fellowmen, Governments will, because they must, obey. 

There is, however, it must be admitted, a fighting instinct imborn in the 
whole human race. It cannot be wholly eradicated, nor would it be well 

‘“ for the race if it were. It is the instinct which leads the race to push ever 
onward and overcome seemingly insurmountable obstacles. It is the 
fighting instinct which makes for progress. But the time is long since past 
whien that instinct should be so perverted as to result in a striving for mas- 
tery of others through the brutal, animal method of destruction—the em- 
ployment of strong arm methods against the weak. 

After all, what is one of the most fruitful sources of national ill-will, 
leading to the making of warlike preparations by one racial group of people 
against another? Is is not to bz found in the pin-pricking policy which so 
many people thoughtlessly indulge in at the expense of the people of an- 
other race, color or nationality? ©The people of one country make ridicule 
of the habits and customs of another. This is resented anda feeling of 
animosity and ill-will is engendered whefeas a mutual recognition .of each 
other’s good qualities, which is just as easy of cultivation, would quickly 
develop a feeling of admiration, pion 

The newspapers of a country quickly reflect the views and feelings of 
the people among whom they circulate. If there is a pin-pricking tendency 
among the people, it is not long before the press is engaged in it, dnd the 
sharp sayings of the pressin ong: land are quickly seized upon by the press 
in another country, and soon a, wordy warfare is on stirring up the. passions 
and prejudices »of/one nation and people against another, and forever cul- 
tivating ill-feelings by raking up all the old quarrels and troubles of bygone 
ages. Visitors from a foreign country are chagrined and humiliated by 
careless remarks about their country, flag or people, and they return home 
entertaining anything but cordial feclings towards the country in which such 
remarks are uttered. Thus, from comparativly trivial cause, there arise 

those national misconceptions and distrust of other peoples which, “when 

some difference of opinion occurs between two countries, are quickly fanned 
into a flamie and a €ondition of public opinion created which makes it ex- 
tremely difficult, ti not impossible, for the Governments of the opposing 
countries to make necessary compromises in.order to reach an amicable set- 
tlement And. it is against just such contingencies that armaments are 
maintained. 

The ordinary citizen can, therefore, do much to bring about world dis- 
armament by merely keeping a close watch upon his tongue and by stead- 
fastly refusing to indulge in, what is after all more or less senseless and 


certainly utterly futile, carping at and criticism of othertnations, races and 
people.

Steamboating On Saskatchewan 
In The Late Seventies _

The Hudson’s Bay Company had 


with much energy, and considerable | 


expenditure placed two steamers on 
Lake Winnipeg and several bgats on 
the river above the Grand Rapids, and 
as this, system was fairly successful 
for transportation of freight, it grad- 
ually replaced the Red River cart 
transport. Occasionally one of the 
tiver boats would reach Edmonton; 
twice I think in 6ne season was the 
record of the» Nor-West, which, by 
the way, was the most successful craft 
of them all, carrying two hundred 
tons on an excecdingly light, draft of 
water. : 

American captains and mates from 
the Mississippi and Missouri Rivers 
were employed exclusively, but our 
own natives speedily took to piloting 
and some of them became _ experts. 
The crews were all Indians, chiefly 
drawn from The Pas and Grand 
Rapids, but a few plain Indians from 


/above Prince Albert would occasion- 


ally engage for a trip or two. 

I was receiveing and shipping 
freight in the summer of 1877 at 
Grand Rapids (Mr. Alex. Matheson, 
transport manager), and when load- 
ing the Nor-West on one occasion I 
noted the big fat Yankee mate who 
was standing on the deck at the gang- 
way singing a rough chantee song to 
the Indians passing him heavily 
loaded; from one to two hundred 
pounds a man bcing-the general load. 
Occasionally, to hurry matters, he 
would kick an Indian in the posterior 
while passing, ahd break forth into, 
“Come along! Come along! You sons 
of 


Come a running,” and so 


on. Amongst the Indians was a wild- 
looking big chap who hailed from 
Fort Pitt, with a long plait of jet 


black hair hanging to his waist, wear- 
ing a broad belt of parchment buf- 
alo hide studded with brass tacks, 
and a big scalping knife, the sheath 


| of which was decorated in the same 


way. His whole costume consisted 
of a cotton shirt, a pair of cloth leg- 
eings and a breechclout. I saw this 
Indian’s eyes flash as the mate .was 


doing his kicking stunt, and thought 


| Wve looked dangerous, so walking down 


the gangway I tapped Mr. Mate on 
the shoulder and warned him that this 
was not a crew of southern niggers, 
but red Indians, and dangerous men 
to monkey with. ~His reply was a 
stream of profanity. Let me attend 
to the freight checking and he would 
hustle the and so on. I return- 
ed to the warehouse and kept my eye 
on the mate. ~ The-big Pitt Indiag 
had a heavy load placed on his shoul- 
ders, and down the gangway jhe went 
with his shirt, fluttering in the breeze. 
He received a tremendous kick be- 


hind, and in an instant Mr. Mate Wwas 
ow his back and the Indian furiously 
stabbing him. Several of us rushed 
to the rescue, ad it took us all our 
time to hold the savage, who was ina 
mad fury, yélling that he “had fever 
been insulttd before and only death 
could wipe out the stain. We noted 
Some blood on the knife and thought 
it was all up with the mate, but fér- 
tunately he had managed to twist his 
body and dodge the knife and-was only 
bleeding from scratches. Never was 
aman so changed. He was too scar- 
ed to go back to his duty, as he felt 
certain either his opponent or the 
other Indians would scalp him, and 
we finally had to ship him into Fort 
Garry by the lake boat. Gradually 
the Yankee mates were done away 
with and our steady Scotchmen re- 
placed them. These, though slower, 
had the faculty of getting on well with 
the native crews. 

Indians dislike profanity, and the 
Crees, whose language is generally 
understood 


throughout the. north, 
have no swear words in their vocabul- 
ary.. The captain of the Northcote 


that summer was an artist in many 
and strange oaths, and when these 
failed him in moments of emergency, 
down went his hat on the deck and on 
it he jumped with both feet. His des- 
perate language had made trouble on 
several occasions, and-he was warn- 
ed to guard his speech. We had just 
loaded the Northcote with 160 tons of 
freight for Prince Albert, working day 
and night as usual at the depot, es- 
pecially as the water was steadily fall- 
ing in the Upper River, and away she 
went. On the evening of next day 
arrived’ a canoe with a letter from 
the captain stating he was ticd up 
with a strike and all his 
shore.

The chief asked me-to go up 
at once and try and settle the differ- 
ence (as I had managed to do on 
other occasions), so within half an 
hour I was on my way ufthe river 
with an Indian and bark canoe, and a 
heavy paddle ahead of us. The scene 
of the strike was at Chemal! in at 
the west end of Cedar Lake, and for- 
tunately it beipg calm, we were able 
to make the long traverse safely and 
finally reached the steamer. 

Captain —— could hardly articulate 


for rage and every word was an oath. 
The ‘poor beggar did not secm able 
to help it. I noted the men all sit-, 


ting and smoking on the bank and 
gtifning at the boss’ discomfiture. I 
coaxed him into the cabin and told 
him: the situation was a serious one 
and he was liahle to lose his job if he 
did not coo] down. Well, he was 
helpless, so asked what I would ad- 
vise and I gave him this ultimatum.
